Directors. 


Tue regular Quarterly Meeting of 
the Board of Directors was held at the 
Rooms of the Society, October 16, 1844. 
An appropriation of fifteen dollars, to 
each student whose application was 
presented, was voted to be paid from 
the funds in the hands of the Treasurer. 
Among the number were seven new 
applicants, who were admitted to receive 
assistance. 

The Rev. Ansel Nash, who has labor- 
ed for nearly three years past, as Gen- 
eral Agent of the Society in the States 
of Maine, New Hampshire and Vermont, 
having accepted an invitation from the 
church in Colchester, Vermont, to re- 
main with them as their minister, ten- 
dered the resignation of his agency, 
which was accepted by the Board. The 
cause has been indebted to Mr. Nash, 


during the period above mentioned, and | 


during a previous engagement as Gen- 
eral Agent in Massachusetts, for several 
years of vigorous and efficient service ; 
and in returning to the ordinary labors 
of the ministry, he carries with him the 
confidence and the best wishes of those 
with whom he has been associated in 
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the business of assisting many others to 
enter into the sacred calling. 

The Rev. Joseph Emerson, General 
Agent for Massachusetts, is now the 
only Agent of the Society in New Eng- 
land. Whether the Board will be able 
soon to supply the place of Mr. Nash is 
uncertain. It is evident that in these 
circumstances, a strong appeal must 
come to the Pastors, to see to it that 
this object is not overlooked in its pro- 
per season. Will not every pastor, so 
far as circumstances will allow, make it 
a point to present the claims of this 
cause to his own people, at the period 
of their next annual collection ?

The Eighteenth Annual Meeting of 
the Connecticut Branch of the Am. Ed. 
Society was held at New London, in 
connection with the meeting of the 
General Association, June 18, 1844. 
The Report of the Directors was read 
by Rev. Collins Stone, of Hartford, 
Secretary of the Branch Society, by 
whom it was prepared. An extract is 
given below. The meeting was address- 
ed by the Secretary of the Parent Soci- 
ety, by Rev. Cyril Pearl, of Maine, and 
by Rev. Horace Bushnell, D. D., of 
Hartford. 

Eliphalet Terry, Esq., of Hartford, 
who has acted as Treasurer from the 
organization of the Connecticut Branch, 
tendered his resignation on account of 
enfeebled health. A vote of thanks was 
unanimously passed, expressive of the 
obligations of the Society to Mr. Terry, 
for his long continued, efficient and 
valuable services.

Extracts from the Report of the Directors. 


The receipts of the Society during the 
past year froin within the State, amount 
to $4,015 &2. 

Of this sum $238 have been realized, 
from the dividends, $1,249 71 from lega- 
cies, S60 have been refunded, and 
$2,468 11, received from collections. 
‘The total amount is about five hundred 
dollars greater than the sum obtained 
last year. 

The disbursements for the year amount 
to $2,630 04. 

The Society with which this Branch 
is connected has recently been called to 
pass through a season of severe trial. 
When the financial embarrassments, 
which spread over the country a few 
years since, dried up so many streams 
of charity, and painfully contracted oth- 
ers, this Society came in for much more 
than its proportion of common suffering. 
The impression seemed generally to 
prevail, with how much truth the result 
has shown, that it could be spared more 
safely than any other member of the 
sisterhood: that the field it occupied 
might for a time be neglected, and its 
labors temporarily suspended, or entire- 
ly relinquished, without serious detri- 
ment to the one grand prominent object 
in which every enterprise of benevolence 
centres, the evangelization of the world. 
For these among other reasons, the funds 
placed at its disposal were very much 
reduced, its operations interrupted and 
crippled, and a heavy debt incurred. In 
this crisis of affairs, its Directors and 
friends felt called upon carefully to re- 
view the ground over which they had 
passed, the facts and necessities that 
had brought the Society into existence, 
the ends they had proposed to secure, 
and the mode of operation by which 
they were endeavoring to reach them. 
Upon all these points they invited the 
freest and closest investigation, and felt 
willing to abide the result. In the 
scrutiny to which it was at that time 
subjected, every friend of the Society 
must heartily rejoice.

It is cheerfully conceded, that in| 
prosecuting its Jabors our Society is en- 
compassed with peculiar difficulties. 
These are inseparable from the nature 
of the work in which it is engaged. 
The existence of the difficulties does 
not in the least diminish the necessity of 
its action. Our organization owes its 
being to certain facts in the state of the 
church and the world. These facts are, 
in brief, that there are thousands of 
pious indigent young men in the coun- 
try, men of good abilities and warm and 
deep piety, giving every promise of | 
usefulness in the cause of Christ, who 
wish to be educated, and labor in his 
vineyard. To secure their education 
pecuniary aid is indispensable. Expe- 
rience has abundantly shown that they 
will not be brought into the ministry 
unless taken under the patronage of this 
Society. These men are wanted at 
home and abroad. The imploring cry 
of the missionary for help, blended with 
the cry of the perishing heathen, is borne 
to us from every land. In our own 
country, the elements of evil are at work 
with fearful activity, and nothing but 
the purifying salt of the Gospel, of the 
Gospel in its pungency and power, can 
save us from ruin. So long as these 
facts exist, so long this Sociey has a 


to which the providence of God may 
direct them. It designs to aid this class 
of persons and this only. Not that men 
who in some respects fall below this 
standard may not be useful in the church, 
but it does not come within the sphere 
of this Society to assist them. The So- 
ciety has already proceeded upon this 
rule, and if in any instances there has 
been an apparent deviation or failure, it 
has been an error in judgment, not a de- 
fect in principle. Under its present 
organization its means of supervision 
are so thorough and constant, and its 
rules so rigidly enforced, that it may 
now be confidently affirmed that ne 
more uncertainty attends its operations 
and results than is incident to every 
human enterprise. 

The Society is still greatly embar- 
rassed and crippled in its plans of useful- 
ness, for want of funds. The highest 
amount given to its beneficiaries under 
any circumstances is still insufficient to 
meet their necessary expenses. Not- 
withstanding the strictest economy, and 
the most resolute self-denial, they are 
obliged to contract debts in the course 
of their education. The resources of 
the Society have been so much reduced, 
that while in some instances it has been 
obliged to withhold the appropriations 
altogether, for others only from one half 
to two thirds of the promised sum has 
been advanced.

Of those who were reckoned as 
beneficiaries at our last annual meeting, 


and are now employed, the most of them 
in Maine, in preaching the Word. 12, 
including 6 who were in the first stage 
of their education, have ceased applying 
for aid. Eight new applicants have been 
received, of whom 5 are theological 
students, and three are incollege. The 
whole number at present is 25, of whom 
16 are members of the Theological 
Seminary at Bangor, 8 of Bowdoin Col- 
lege. The whole amount appropriated 
to any of them during the year, has 
been $10 for the first quarter, $12 for 
the second, and $15 for each of the 
third and fourth quarters. 

The receipts during the year have 
been $1,435 87. Of this amount $428 
have been bank dividends, and $105 in- 
terest on the Dunlap scholarship; $100 
have been paid on a former subscription ; 
$573 74 have been refunded by former 
beneficiaries, and $22923 have been 
the avails of donations and contributions. 
Of the $428, received from Banks, $300 
being capital stock have been transmit- 
ted to Boston to be re-invested. The 
same disposition has been made of 
$1,000, received from the executors of 
the late Hon. David Dunlap, being the 
sum given by him for a permanent 
scholarship.

Others were engaged in different pur- 
suits, having given up the rninistry. 
There have been failures—there have 
been mistakes; all this is true, and is to 
be lamented. We should lay our ac- 
count with disappointments in every 
human enterprise and pursuit. Disap- 
pointments from the Education Society 
can be accuunted for. The clamor for 
ministers a few years ago, brought in 
too many, as it brought forward some 
who ought never to have looked to the 
sacred office as their calling; and as 
was perfectly natural, the terms of re- 
ception were too easy, or the test of 
fitness not so closely applied as it should 
have been. ‘This error is susceptible of 
correction. Put the standard of qualifi- 
cation high, and keep it so, and bring 
the applicants to it fully and fairly, as a 
condition of patronige. No dearth of 
ministers, no exigency whatever can 
justify the introduction of incompetent 
men, on the score of talents or piety, 
into the Christian ministry. There are 
some men whom no training can fit for 
the office. He hoped to be excused for 
an undignified comparison: If you whet 
a hatchet on a razor-strop, you may spoil 
the strop, but do not improve the hatch- 
et. Ifthis object is good, apply to it 
those principles of which every ordinary 
enterprise is allowed the benefit, and 
not renounce it, because of occasional 
failures and disappointments. If you 
treat the other objects thus, you must 
drive the ploughshare of desolation 
through every thing dear toman. There 
is loss and hazard incident to every 
thing. The merchant encounters losses. 
One ship and another is buried beneath 
the billows ; but does he, therefore, dis- 
trust the character of his business, and 
draw inferences that commerce and

training up ministers; they may disbe- 
lieve the complaint that ministers in 
greater numbers are wanted, they may 
abolish our Education Societies, and 
try to get along without them; but a 
pressure will come. It is a mistake to 
suppose that all worthy and energetic 
young men will come into the ministry 
of course. The speaker knew, from his 
own observation and experience, that 
they must be helped along. They can- 
not assume and shoulder all the burdens 
of their education, and afterwards the 
burdens of the ministry, with a compen- 
sation hardly sufficient to meet the most 
pressing current necessities. We want 
our young ministers to commence their 
work, as pastors, free of debt.—From 
the window cf his own study there was 
visible an elevation, denominated “ Hard- 
Scrabble,” and as often as his eye 
caught a glimpse of it, he was reminded 
of the condition of a great many minis- 
ters. They had to “ Scrabble-hard,” 
and fare hard; and to commence such a 
career with the burden of a previously 
accumulated debt must inevitably crush 
them. Mr. 8S. thought the amount of 
good results was not sufficiently con- 
sidered by Christians. He who educates 
a good minister sets in motion a train of 
good influences which spread wide and 
flow down farther than human calcula- 
tion can reach. When Cornelius Win- 
ter took William Jay by the hand, and

We 
have neglected to act in behalf of this 
object as well as others, because we 
have felt that it was out of our power 
for the want of the means, being greatly 
embarrassed with debts and very desti- 
tute of money. But these times are 
beginning to pass away; and although 
poor yet, still we can do something, and 
are suffering in our own piety and repu- 
tation because we do not give more 
than we do. We have also been less 
active in this Auxiliary than we should 
have been otherwise on account of our 
connection with Marshall .College; or 
rather because we hoped that it would 
go into operation, and be a help to the 
work of ministerial education. But 
Marshall College has gone down, and 
the Marshall Education Society has 
scarcely a name to live. I fear that a 
large part of the young men who were 
looking forward to the ministry, have 
become discouraged and turned their 
attention to other pursuits, and that we 
are approaching another crisis in the 
operation of our benevolent Societies ; 
inasmuch as while the funds for the 
Foreign and Domestic missionary socie- 
ties are increasing, and the unemployed 
ministers of the East are being settled 
at the West, or elsewhere, there will 
soon be a crying out for educated minis- 
ters which cannot be answered or 
silenced. For this coming crisis [ fear 
we are not prepared, or preparing. 
What was done at the last anniversary 
of our Society I know not. 
in Missouri and elsewhere, and have not 
yet seen the minutes, or learned any 
thing of what was then done. I propose 
now to call the attention of the Execu- 
tive Committee to this subject without 
delay and see what can be done before 
the next meeting of the Society in 
October. 

We have had some obstacles in the 
way of the success of this cause in this 
State. I am inclined to think, however, 
that now these must be removed and 
that a beginning must be made this year 
towards resuscitating our lifeless body. 
If we could have an agent in the field 
who should lay the claims of this Socie- 
ty before the churches, look after our 
young men and take hold of the work in 
earnest, I believe something more than 
to pay his salary might be secured the 
first year, and our operations for the 
future be placed upon a permanent 
footing.

Extracts from the a read by the Secretary, 
Rev. Joseph Knight, of Peru. 

No one, it is presumed, will at all 
pretend that the number of ministers 
is adequate to the demand of the world. 
A vastly greater number must be edu- 
cated, and sent forth under the com- 
mission of the Great Head of the 
church, or an immense proportion of 
the almost immeasurable harvest will 
perish, 

We come then to a second inquiry: 
In what way will this increase in the 
number of thoroughly educated minis- 
ters be effected? Will the demand 
create a supply? It never has been so. 
It never will be so. In families of suf- 
ficient wealth to educate their sons, 
probably there are not enough of pious 
young men of suitable mental qualifi- 
cations, were all of them educated, to 
supply the world with ministers. But 
supposing it were so; in a large major- 
ity of these families, the disposition is 
wanting. So long as men are “lovers 
of pleasure more than lovers of God,” 
so long as their unsanctified heart is 
“given to covetousness,” parents of 
wealth will excuse themselves from ed- 
ucating their sons for the ministry of 
the Lord Jesus. They will have other 
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objects for which to expend their mon- 
ey; and other plans for the future oc- | 
cupation of their sons. | 

It would seem then to be a settled | 
fact that many of the pious poor must, 
in some way, be educated. Can they 
educate themselves? Willthey do it? 
Some will. But the many will not at- 
tempt such a laborious, and as they 
would think, a hazardous enterprise. 
Few of the poor will educate them- 
selves. 

Will pious individuals of wealth ed- 
ucate them? Toa very limited extent 
they have done so, and will continue to 
do so. But can dependence be placed 
upon this form of gratuitous educa- | 
tion? A few warm-hearted friends of 
the glorious Redeemer support each a 
missionary at the West. Does this! 
fact render needless the operations of 
the American [lome Missionary Socie- | 
ty? And shall this Society be discon- 
tinued? The measure would be as) 
wise in relation to “Home Missions” 
as in relation to educating the indigent 
for the gospel ministry. Leave the 
cause of educating the pious poor for 
the gospel ministry to individual and | 
unorganized benefactions ; and sure we 
are, that the chureh will never become | 
the “ beauty ” and the “ excellency ” of | 
the whole earth. 

Will individual churches edueate | 
their indigent worthy young men in 
sufficient number to evangelize the 
world? They did not do it before 
the American Education Society had | 
existence. They have not entered up- 
on the work since the Education Soci- 
ety has been crippled in its operations 
for want of funds. What reason have 
we for the conclusion, that they will) 
enter upon the work of educating their | 
own poor for the Lord’s vineyard? 
We deem it certain they will not, till 
piety in return is elevated to a much 
higher standard than at present. 

We come, irresistibly, to the conclu- 
sion, that if the world is to be evangel- | 
ized, the poor of the church of compe- 
tent talents, must be gratuitously edu- | 
cated for the holy ministry ; and that 
this gratuity must come to them, in 
some form, through the medium of an 
organized Society. An organized So- 
ciety now exists. The American Ed- |, 
ucation Society was formed, and has 
been in operation 29 years in August 
next. The blessing of many ready to, 
perish has come upon its patrons.

Other Societies, 
PRESBYTERIAN BOARD OF EDUCA- 
TION, 

Tue benevolent enterprises of the 
Old School Presbyterian Church in the 
United States, are conducted by Boards 
respectively appointed by the General 
Assembly. In the following abstract 
of the Report of the Board of Education, 
submitted to the last General Assembly, 
a general outline of their operations for 
the year is given: 

The Report sets out by describing a 
most important and interesting experi- 


ment made by the Board during the last 


year, to ascertain how far the churches 


‘could all be induced to support the 


cause of education. Comprehensive 
plans were laid by the officers to carry 
the subject into every congregation in 
our connection; and more than FORTY 
ininisters were enlisted gratuitously, in 
attempting to carry out these plans. 


The result of the experiment deserves 


the serious consideration of every friend 
of our church. While they were so far 
successful as to procure contributions 
from a larger number of churches than 
ever before, and to diffuse wider a feel- 
ing of kindness and confidence in the 


object, yet it seems that far more than 


half of all our churches could not be 


‘induced to contribute in any way to the 


support of the cause. An agency was 


offered, free of all expense, and, there- 


fore, free from the objections heretofore 
urged on that score; but without effect. 
The true difficulty is found to exist not 
in our machinery for benevolent opera- 
tions, nor yet in the expense of the 
agency system, but in the state of the 
churches themselves, and the unwilling- 
ness of their officers to admit their seve- 
ral schemes of benevolence to be pre- 
sented to the people. 

The Report forcibly urges upon the 
attention of the General Assembly the 
two following objects, viz. First and 


‘mainly, to secure the thorough and 


efficient instruction of the people, from 
the pulpit, touching the origin, history, 
principles, and claims of the several 
objects of religious benevolence, so that 
every one may understand them, pray 
for them, and support them, on the 
ground of deliberate and enlightened 
religious feeling. And secondly, To 
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devise some simple and_ practicable 
means of gathering the contributions, by | 


personal applic ation to each, of all the | 


members of all our churches, and, as far | 
as possible, of our congregations, inclu- | 
ding the poor as well as the rich. 

In regard to Candidates, the Board | 
have been signally blessed. The num- 
ber of new candidates received during 
the last year has been ninety-nine, 


making the whole nuinber aided within | 


the year four hundred and eight; and the 


whole number from the organization of | 


the Board, one thousand four hundred 
and twenty-nine. 

Thirty-nine beneficiaries have finished 
their studies; the great majority of | 
whom have gone into the missionary 
field, either abroad or at home. It is an 
exceedingly interesting fact, that three- 
fourths of all our devoted and useful 
missionaries have been educated by this 
Board in whole or in part. 

The Board strongly urge upon the 
Presbyteries to sift thoroughly every 
applicant for aid, 
mended to their care; and upon teachers 
to report rigidly the precise standing of 
the students under their care, and ad- 
monish faithfully every delinquency that 
may occur. 

The Board express the decided opin- 
ion that the security both from imposture 
and incapacity on the part of their 
beneficiaries has greatly increased, and 
the standard of character is steadily 
rising with the experience which the 
church is acquiring year by year in the 
work of education. 

The Treasurer’s Report shows the 
total amount of resources for the year to 
be $33,419. The payments for the same 
time were $31,080 29, leaving a balance 
of $2,338 73. There were drafts due, 
however, which would more than absorb 
this balance. 

The prospects of the Board are at 
once encouraging and critical. The 
number of candidates has increased from 
218 to 408; and the receipts of the 
Board from $19,000 to $31,000 within 
three years. Rapid as this expansion of 
their resources has been, it will be seen 
that it does not keep equal pace with 
the additions to the roll of beneficiaries. 

Never since the first proclamation of 
mercy to sinners, has this dark and 
dying world stood before the church in 
a posture more affecting, to demand at 
her hands the bread of eternal life.

The report refers to a remarkable in- 
/crease in the number of candidates 
during the year. The following ex- 


-/tracts taken froma statement bearing 


upon this point, published in the Pres- 
byterian of December 2, 1843, will be 


read with interest. The writer says: 


It is a fact which may be remem- 
bered, that in the year 1841, the 
number of our candidates for the minis- 
try had fallen off in a manner truly 
alarming. Impressed with it, the Gen- 
eral Assembly appointed a special day 
of humiliation and prayer, fully aware 
that a divine influence could alone sup- 
ply the deficiency, and remove the cause 
of alarm. The number of candidates 
was at that time less than two hundred. 
The chureh responded to the call of the 
Assembly, and with remarkable una- 
nimity and fervor, the first Sabbath of 
November was thus observed. At the 
meeting of the Board held in the same 
‘month, nineteen new applicants presented 





i'their testimonials as ready to devote 


themselves to this great work. Since 
that time the number of well recom- 
mended young men has increased with 
astonishing rapidity, so that the number 
reported to the last General Assembly 
was three hundred and fifty. At the 
very last meeting of the Board, thirty- 
five new names were added to the list, 
and the Presbyterial certificates of cha- 
racter and talents were in nearly every

The quarterly reports furnished by in- | 


structors, of the standing and progress 
of the young men who are in the course 
of study, show a marked improvement 
over former years. We have reason to 
believe that the church has a treasure 
in these young men, of the true value of 
which she has but little adequate con- 
ception. 


The following Resolution adopted by 
the last General Assembly is worthy of 
notice in this connection. 


Resolved, That while the General 
Assembly feel and proclaim the impor- 
tance of praying and laboring for an 
increase of laborers, they do at the same 
time express their unhesitating belief 
that men of a high order of talents, cha- 
racter and training are now more need- 
ed than mere numbers of inferior men ; 
and they therefore cordially approve the 
sentiments expressed, and the measures 


adopted by the Board in regard to this | 


subject; and they do most earnestly 
recommend all the Presbyteries to resist 
kindly, but firmly, the recommendation 
to the Board of unsuitable candidates, 
and also to discourage the propensity to 
hasten into the ministry without a full 
course of preparatory study.

BOARD OF EDUCATION OF THE RE- 
FORMED DUTCH CHURCH. 


For several years this Board has been | 
recognized as in connection with the 


Central American Education Society of 
New York, and through this with the 
American Education Society. But as 
its operations were entirely distinct, and 
as no important object seemed to be 
answered by a merely nominal connec- 


tion, the relation has been dropped. 


The Board is constituted by the General 
Synod of the Protestant Reformed Dutch 


Church. From the last Annual Report, | 


which was submitted to the Synod at 


their meeting in Poughkeepsie, N. Y., | 


June 6, 1844, “It appears that there are 


now eleven Scholarships, which have | 


been endowed, and are available for the 
purpose of supporting students. The 
Board at present have under their care 
eighteen young men to whom they are 
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annually making appropriations to aid 
them in studies preparatory to the gos- 
pel ministry. The number of churches 
who have contributed to the funds of 
the Board during the past year is very 
small, nothing like even the half of those 
connected with the Synod. The Board 


urge the importance of greater zeal and 


effort in behalf of the cause of educa- 
tion.” 

The Stated Clerk laid before the 
Synod a communication from the execu- 
tors of the last will and testament of 
Miss Maria Freeborne, late of Flatbush, 
L. I., apprising them that that benevo- 
lent lady had left a legacy of one thou- 
sand dollars to the General Synod, “to 
be appropriated to the support and edu- 
cation of some pious young man who 
has in view the gospel ministry.”

All my associations with it are blended 
with the recollection of your name, and 
the more than fraternal interest you 
cherished in the welfare of its beneficia- 
ries; an interest you can never lose, 
however Providence may change your 
relations to the Society. 

Partly in consideration of professional 
services rendered in the absence of all 
foreign physicians and surgeons from 
Canton, and partly a present from a 
friend, a gentleman retiring from busi- 
ness, $500 have been placed in my 
hands, which another friend has kindly 
invested in Chinese produce, which is 
shipped on board the “ Akbar” and con- 
signed to the care of Talbot, Olyphant, 
& Co., New York; and which, whenever 
converted into money again, whatever 
may be the amount, I wish to be paid 
into the Treasury of the American Edu- 
cation Society, to cancel so far as it may 
the debt and the obligation I owe to that 
heaven born Society.* I have the 
greater pleasure in being providentially 
enabled to make this return, having 
learned when in America the severe 
struggle to which the Society had been 
subjected, and its consequences to its 
beneficiaries.” 


After referring particularly to the pecu- 
niary aid which he had received from the 
Society, during his collegiate and theologi- 
cal studies, amounting in all to something 
more than four hundred dollars, Dr. Parker 
proceeds :
